FRztal F the Committee , according to His 
Ih Majcſtics Deſire,had had but Power to 
EX agrecinthe wording of Expreſcions in 
= the Articles of Ceſſation, His Majeſties 
(which are as clcare as the matter would heare, 
and as He could makethem) had not appeared 19 
doubtfull roany,but thatthe Ceſſation might have 
been ſuddenly and ſpeedily reſolved and that long; 
before this time. And ifthe Exprelsions of both 
Houles in their Reaſons had nor necelsicated His 
Majeſty in His ovvne Defence, to give ſuch An- 
fwersas could not upon thoſe points deliver Truth 
without ſome {how of ſharpneſle, no exprelsian 
ofthat kind in His Majeſties Anſwer had given 
any Pretence for the RejeRtion of, or refuſing ſo 
much as to Treat upon the Ceſſation ; Which 
(though ir vere at preſentfor no long time, )-yer 
was fromtheday named by themlelyes the 25. of 
March, Whereas His Majeſty firſt mov'd for a 
Ceſſationand Treaty without any Limication at 
all iarherime of cicher, and His Majeſty was moſt 
xcady to have calarged the tine (ſo that in the 
A 3 mean 
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mean while the poynt of Quarters might be ſo ſet- 
led, asthat His Armies might ſubſiſt) and which 
might havebeen (if they had plea&d) avery good 
and promiſing earneſt and Forerunner of thatgrear 
Bleſsing of Peace, for theobtaining of whichthe 
wiſhes & Endeavours of all good men being ear- 
neſtly bent, a farther debate in order to ſo great a 
benefit did not deſerveto be ſtiled a Conſumption 
oftime. And His Majeſty cannot but conceive 
Himſelfe to be in a ſtrange Condition, it the 
Doubtfulneſſe of Expreſsions, ( which miſt al- 
waies be whileſt the Treaty is at ſuch a Diſtance, 
and power is denied to thoſe upon the Place to 
help to cleare andexplatne) Or His neceſſary Re- 
plying to Charges laid upon Him, (that He might 
not ſeemto acknowledge what was ſo charged) 
Or the Limitation of the time of ſeven daies for 
the Treaty ( which was not limiced by His Maje- 
ty, whoever delired to have avoyded that and o- 
ther Limitations , which have given great inter- 
ruptionsto it ) ſhould be as well beleeved to be 
the Grounds, as they are madethe Arguments of 
the Rejeftion of that, which '(next to Peace it 
ſelfe ) His Majeſty above all things moſt defiresto 
ſee agreed and ſetled, and which His Majeſty 
hopes (ifit may be yeragreed on) will give His 
Pcople ſuch a Taſt of ſucha Bleſsing , that after a

ſhort time of conſideration and comparing ot 
their ſeverall Conditions in Warre and Peace, and 
what ſhould move them to ſuffer lo much by a 
Change, they will not think choſe their Friends 
that ſhall force themro it, or be themſelves ready 
ro contribute tothe renewing of their former mi- 
ſeries, without ſome greater evidence of Neceſsi- 
ty then can appeareto them, when they ſhall have 
ſeen (as they (hall lee, it this Treaty be ſuffered to 
proceed) that His Majeſty neither askes nor de- 
nies any thing, but what not onely according to 
Law He may, but what in Honour and Care of 
His People Heis obliged toask or deny. Andthis 
alone (which a very ſhort Ceſlation wouldpro- 
duce) His Majeſty eſtcemes a very confiderable 
Advantage tothe Kingdom, and therefore cannot 
bur preſle againe and againe, that whatever is 
chought doubrfull inthe Expreſſions of the Ar- 
ticles may ( as in an Houre it may wellbe done) 
be expounded, and whatſoever is excepted at may 
be debated and concluded, and that Power and 
Inſtructions may be given to the Committee to 
thatend, that the milerable effe&ts of Warre, the 
effuſion of Engliſh blood, and deſolation of Eng- 
land (uarillthey can be totally taken away ) may 
by this meanesbe ſtayed and interrupted. 
His Majeſty ſuppoſes, that when che Com- 
| mittee 
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mittee was laſt required to defice His Majeſty to 
givea ſpecdy and poſitive Anſwerto the firſt Pro. 
poſition concernin 2 disbanding, His Anſwers in 
thar point (to which no Reply hath been made, 
and which He hopes by this time have given (a- 
tisfaction) were nottran{mirred and received, but 
wonders the Houſes ſhould preſſe His Myjeſty for 
a ſpeedy & pohitive Anſwer to the firſt part of their 
firſt Propoſition concerning disbanding, whento 
the ſecond part of thevery ſame Propeteida COn- 
cerning His Returne to both Houles of Parliament, 
they had not given any Power or Inſtrutions to 
the Committee, (o much as to Treat with His Ma- 
jeſty; And when His Majeſty (if His deſire of 
Peaceand of fpceding the Treaty in order tothat Þ 
had/not been prevalence with Him) might with all 
manner of Jultice have delayedto beginne toTreat 
upon one part;untill they had been inabledroTreat 
upon'the other; In which point, and for want of 
which Power from chem , the only ſtop now re. 
maines', His Majeſties Anſwers to both parts of 
cheir firſt Propbfirion; being given in,erantmitted, 
and yercemaining unan{wered. To which, untill 
the Houles ſhall be ar Leaſure to make anſwer, 
thar as lirrle-delay.in this Treaty,as 1s pothible, may 
be caus'dbyit, His Majeſty Jeflres likewiſe; That 
the Commitree-may be enabled to Treat upon the 
following Propoſitions in their leverall orders.
